Church. According to what he himſelf declared, Mat. 
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xvi. v. 18. when he told him, Thau art Peter (that 
is, a Rock) and upon THis ROCK will I build my 
Church, and the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. 


A2 2dly, From the following Words, Matt. xvi. v. 


19. J will give unto thee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven, and whatfazver thou ſhalt bind on earth, ſhall 
be bound in heaven And whatſoever thou ſhalt looſe 


on earth, fhall be loos d in heaven. Where, under 


the Figure of the keys of the kingdom of heaven, our 
Lord enſureth to Peter the chief Authority in his 
Church: As when a King gives to one of his Officers 
the Keys of a City, he thereby. declares that he 
makes him Governor of that City. „„ 
Zaly, From Luke xxii. v. 31, 32. The Lord ſaid, 
Simon, Simon, behold ſatan hath defired to have jou, 
that he may ſift you as wheat. But I have pray d ſor 
thee, that thy faith fail not, and when thou art 
converted ſtrengthen thy brethren. In which Text our 
Lord not only declared his particular Concern for 


Peter, in praying for him, that his Faith might not 


fail; but alſo committed to him the Care of his Bre- 


thren the other Apoſtles, in charging him to confirm

Aibiy, From Jaln xxi. v. 15, Ce. Jeſus ſaith to 
Simon Peter, Simon Sor of Jonas loweſt thou me 
more than theſe? He ſaith unto him, Yea, Lord, thaw 
knoweft that I love thee. Hs ſaith unto him, FEED 
My LaMBs: He ſaid to him again the ſecond time, 
Simon Son of Jonas love/? thou mes He ſaith unte 
him, Yea, Lord, thou knoweſt that I love thee.

Qi. Horb do you prove, that this Ge given to 
Peter deſcends 2 the Pope or Biſhop 0 FA Rome? 

A. Becauſe by the unanimous Conſent of the Fa- 
thers, and the Tradition of the Church in all Ages, 
the Biſhops of Nome are the Succeſſors of St. Peter, 
who tranſlated his Chair from Antioch to Rome, and 
died Biſhop of Rome. Hence the See of Rome in all 
Ages is call'd The See of Peter, the Chair of Peter, 
and abſolutely the See Apo/tolick : And in that Qua- 
lity has from the Beginning exercis'd Juriſdiction 
over all other Churches, as appears from the beſt 
Records of ancient Church-Hiftory. | 
Heſides, ſuppoſing the Supremacy of St. Peter, 
which we have proved above from plain Scripture ; 
it muſt conſequently be allowed that this Supremacy 
which Chrift eſtabliſhed for the better Govern- 
ment of his Church, and maintaining of Unity, 
was not to die with Peter, no more than the 
Church, which he promis'd ſhould ftand for ever. 
For how can any Chriſtian imagine, that Chri/? 
ſhould appoint a "Head for the Government of his 
Church, and maintaining of Unity during the Apo- 
ſtles Time; and deſign another kind of Govern- 
ment for ſucceeding: Ages, when there was like to be 

ſo much more need of a Head. Therefore we muſt 
grant that St. Peter's Supremacy was by Succeſſion 
to deſcend to ſome body. Now I would willingly 
know who has half ſo fair a Title to this 46 e c 
as the Biſhop of R me?

Hheſides, we cannot diſſemble that there were many 


ſhocking Circumſtances in the whole Management

1. The firſt Reformer Martin Luther had 908 
of extraordinary Edification in his Life and Conver- 
ſation. On the contrary, all his Works declare him to 
have been a Man of an implacable Nature, rigidly- 
ſelf-willed, impatient of Contradiction, and rough and 
violent in his Declamations againſt all thoſe, of what 
Quality ſoever, whe diſſented in the leaſt from him. 
But what was the moſt ſcandalous in a pretended Re- 
ſtorer of the Purity of Religion, was his marrying a 
Nun, after the moſt ſolemn Vows by which both he 
and ſhe had conſecrated themſelves to God in the State 
of perpetual Continency.

2. He and his firſt Aﬀociates were certainly Schiſ- 
maticks, becauſe they ſeparated themſelves from all 
Churches pure or impure, true or falſe, that were then 

upon Earth, and ſtood alone upon their own Bottom. 
| Therefore if there was any ſuch Thing then in the 

World as the true Church of Chriſt (as there muſt al- 
ways be if the Scripture: and Creed be true) Luther 
and his Fellows ſeparating from all Churches muſt 
have ſeparated from the true, and conſequently muſt 
haye been Schiſmaticks, At fir/t, ſays Luther, in the 
| Preface to his Works, T 4065 all alone, Which is con. 

firm'd by Dr. Tillotſon, Serm. 49. p. $88. and Mr. 
Collier, in his Hiſtorical Dictionary, under Martin Lu- 
ther, where he praiſes his Magnanimity in Hawkes

Intereſt, Humour, or Paſhon. Now it is certain, that 


Thouſands, who have lived Prote/tants, have deſir d 

to die Catholicks, and never yet one that had lived a 

Catbolick deſired to die a Prote/tant ; therefore it muſt 
be ſafeſt for us to ſtay where we are. | 


11. That Religion is preferable to all others, the 


Doctrine and Preaching of which is, and always has 
been, more forcible and efficacious in order tothe taking 
off Men's Minds from the periſhable Goods of this 
World, and fixing them wholly on the great Buſineſs 


of Eternity; but ſuch is the Doctrine and Preaching of 


the Catholick Church, as appears from thoſe Multitudes 


of holy Solitaries in our Church that have retir d them - 
ſelves from all the Advantages to which their Birth 
or Fortune entitled them, and abandon'd all earthly 


Hopes for the Love of Heaven. Whereas che Re. 


formation has never yet produced any ſuch Fruits. 


132. There was a true ſaving Faith in the Days of 


our Forefathers before the pretended Reformation,

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fore it is ſafer to follow their Faith than venture our 
Souls in a new raiſed Communion. 

13. All ancient Pretenders to Reformation, (i. e. 
all *thoſe that ever undertook to alter or amend the 
Church's Faith) were condemned by the ancient 
Church for Hereticks, and are acknowledg'd to have 
been ſuch by Proteſtants themſelves. Therefore there 
is juſt Reaſon to apprehend leſt Prote/tants walking in 
the ſame Path may be involved in the ſame Misfortune. 

14. In fine, Prote/fants, to defend their Reforma- 
tion, condemn'd at its firſt Appearance by the Church 
Guides of divine Appointment, are forc'd to have 
Recourſe to a Rule of Faith, which, if allow'd of, 
would ſet all both ancient and modern Heretichs out 
of the Reach of Church Authority, They are 
forced to appeal to a Tribunal, at which it is not poſ- 
ſible that any Sectary ſhould ever be condemn'd. Such 
a Rule, ſuch a Tribunal is the Scripture, interpreted, 
not by Authority of Church Guides, but by every 
one's private Judgment: For this in effect is making 
every one's private Judgment the ſupreme Judge 
both of the Scripture, and of all Controverſies in 
Religion, and authorizing him to prefer his own 
Whimſies before the Judgment of the whole Church. 
Could it be conſiſtent with the Wiſdom and Provi- 
dence of God to leave his Church without ſome 
more certain Means of deciding Controverſies and 
maintaining Unity ? No certainly. |
